Dispute Between Miles and Alger 


May Be Serious* 


GENERAL'S FRIENDS SAY HE HAS 


BEEN BADLY TREATED, 


Washington. Aug. 26—Special—The dispute between 


Gen. Miles and Secretai y A'ger threatens to develop into a 
brisk warfare as the result of which one or the other will be 
compelled to step down and out, It is the conviction here 
that the secretary will be the one who will suffer, as Miles 
seems to have the best of it all around. He went to Santi- 
ago with the purpose of assuming personal command of the 
army, but found that Shafter had received a secret dispatch 
informing him that he was to retain control of affairs despite 
the presence of his superior officer. 
Gen. Miles might have 


ignored the secretary if he had chosen to do so, but for the 
good of the service he swallowed the affront and betook him- 
self to Porto Rico. 
Now that the war is over he proposes to 


have an accounting with the secretary. 
This is the first in- 


stance in the history of this or any other army in which a 
minister of war has purposely given an affront to the com- 
manding general of the army of his country, and if Gen. 
Miles follows the matter up an example will be made which 
will give assurance that there will be no repetition of this in- 
cident. 


Philippine Marauders. 


Manila, Aug.. 26— Special— There has been a serious 


clash between American soldiers and insurgents in which 
Geo. Hudson, a member of the Utah battery, was hilled and 
several wounded. Hudson got into. a-.row:with.a native shop- 
keeper, when a crowd of insurgents ran up and fired at Hud- 
son and his companions. A detachment of the Fourth caval- 
ry dispersed the Philippines. 
The same night a party of the 


natives began to strip the wreck of a gunboat. An armed 
force of Americans put ofl from shore and hailed the native* 
who failed to answer. Then the soldiers fired a volley, Irifl' 
ing one and wounding another. Aguinaldo disclaims respon- 
sibility. 
It is feared there will be serious and frequent up-

Tho German navy is n good one, bnt 
'it is neither great nor magnificent. Not 
'because in this feature wu oxcol Ger- 
many, bnt because n clash between the 
:two nations would havo to bo fought 
out on the wide battlefields of thooccan, 
is it pertinent to weigh together their 
respective sea po\vr 
It 
may bo 


said in tho bcgiuu1 
. ^t oven boforo 


,tho present war wat. t.cgun German an- 
jthorities conceded the superior strength 
of our navy. 
When, awhile ago, tho 


question of increase in tho German 
.iiavy was before tho imperial legiala- 
.taro, the German navnl authorities pro- 
iparcd a tnblo of tho comparative naval 
'strength of tho powers, including tho 
: United Stntes. That table credits tho 
'United States with a tonnugoof 1111,000 
in battleships us against Germany's 
110,000, a tonnage of U'8,000 in cruis- 
ers as against Germany's 110,000 tons. 
This gives- a total of warships in ton- 
nago for the United States of 230,000 
us against Germany's '.'i.Hi.OOO tons. 


Sinco that timo there has been added 


to tho navy of tho United States a ton- 
nage of 123,:M3, making tho total for 
America !M',),!)-K1 tons as against Ger- 
many's 230,000 tons of fighting ships. 


This docs not include tx vast tonnage 


of armed transports, colliers and sup- 
ply ships nor hospital ships which havo 
gono into tho service of this govern- 
ment. It does include, liowuver, all 
merchant vessels and converted yachts. 


That tho auxiliary fleet must bo reck- 


oned hereafter when computing naval 
strength .is an accepted fact. If you do 
not accept it, just remember Wain- 
Wright's work with tho Gloucester. 
With his converted yncht ho not only 
disabled two torpedo boat destroyers, 
bnt actually tackled one of tho Spanish 
battleships. There aro lots of Wain- 
Wrights in our navy, too, and whatever 
tho sizo of their commands they will 
nse tho guns they have, no matter how 
email, as long as they can keep afloat. 


•When wo reckon into the totmago all 


tho vessels of tho revenue cutter and 
'lighthouse service, many of which aro 
so well built and armed that they aro 
worthy of being considered as third or 
fourth class cruisers, wo find that our 
gross tonnage exceeds that of Germany 
by something like 125,000 tons. 


When it conies to counting noses on 


tho warships of both navies, wo find 
that wo aro still ahead. Less than thrco 
mouths ago onr fighting force on tho 
eea, including petty officers, was only 
12, GOO men. Todnfr wo havo 25,000 en- 


mates, carpenters' mates, etc. 
Thus it 


will bo *eon thut the navy of tho inmio- 
diato future is to be enormously stronger 
numerically and otlu-rwiso than tho 
navy of n fuw months ago. It is but one 
ot many tymptmiis which show that 
Undo Sam r? preparing to take a seri- 
ous part in the control of the world's 
n flairs. 


Not only luivo all these matters been 


figured fjut in detail by tho navy de- 
partment, but tlu-ru is every reason to 
suppose that congress at its next, session 
will 
enact into legislation Various 


changes which aro necessary to tho evo- 
lution of tlio service along the lines of 
normal growth. ' Tho money required 
bus gut to bo supplied and the changes 
in question lire inevitable. It is propos- 
ul, to begin with, that tho number of 
uiHcers shall bu considerably increased. 
There aro to bo 18 rear admirals, whoro- 
us now there aro only seven. Of cap- 
tains there aro to bo 70 instead of 45; 
there aro to bo 112 commanders instead 
of 85; of lieutenant commanders there 
are to bo 170 instead of 74. The num- 
ber of lieutenants is to bo increased from 
250 to 1100, and there aro to bo 850 jun- 
ior lieutenants and ensigns instead of 
tho 105 now on tho list. 


This arrangement is not only going 


to swell tho number of our sea fighters, 
but is designed to bring into tho navy a 
higher class of men. Already the change 
has begun. 
Tho now recruits for tho 


navy, something liko 8,000 in number, 
which havo recently been secured, aro 
pronounced to bo tho finest body of men 
over taken into tho American navy at 
one time. 


So wo can fearlessly compare our .Taok 


Tars, man for man, with those of tho 
kaiser's navy. Tho German inan-o'- 
war's man is bravo and a flue sailor, but 
wo modestly submit that ho is not tho 
equal in intelligence of tho Yankee tar. 


In tho first placo tho American navy 


has traditions, and though tho general 
public in this country is woefully igno- 
rant of tho fnct thn American sailor re- 
gards himself as tho custodian of tho 
glory of Decatur, Paul .lones and Far- 
ragut. From the timo ho joins it tho 
sailor of tho American navy feds that 
tho service to which lie belongs has 
been ono which for over 100 years bus 


; been victorious. This gives him conll- 
I deuce, pride in his vocation, a stimulus 


to deeds of during and a conscientious 
desire to learn us thorough!}- as lie can 
tho details of his profession.

lions, and tho enlisted man in tho Ger- 
man navy in not to Lo compared for

American sailor. The world is just now 
filled with tho praise of "the man be- 


. hind the gun" in tho American navy. 


After all, tho real object of firing oft" 


a sun is to hit something, and sin gun- 
ners tho Americans uro certainly fur 
ahead of the Germans.

not by tho tonnage or number and kind 
of men, bnt by tho number of battle- 
ships. Wo may hold different opinions 
thau tho theorists, but let us see. Of 
first class ba'ttlcships, tho alleged real 
arbiters of tho sen, both Germany aud 
tho United States havo four each. Tho 
United States has five building and 
Germany three building. 


Two of tho battleships building for 


this government will bo added to tho 
navy in a comparatively, short time- 
probably in thrco months. They are tho 
Kentucky and Kearsargo and will bo 
the most powerful battleships iu tho 
world. Three others of tho samo class 
will soon follow them in commission, 
and contracts aro ready to bo awarded 
for thrco more of tho samo pattern. The 
new battleships of the German navy 
aro powerful ships, but no hotter than 
ships like tho Oregon, nor do they carry 
to heavy guns. 


Then it must bo rcmnmbered that bo- 


sides our new battleships wo will soon 
havo two or three which wo havo bor- 
rowed from Spain. Just now they aro 
somewhat tho worse for wear, but Yan- 
kee machinists are as good at mending 
as Yankee gunners aro at destroying, so 
that gives us a big advantage when it 
comes to counting battleships.
